1. Om 3 Movember 1967 Colonel L. K. White, Executive Director-Comptroller, 
_ » and I met with Messrs, 
D. B. Fugete, John E. Haxwood, and W. 5. G. Britton of the Virginia Department of 
Highways to discuss the traffic congestion en the Virginia side of Chain Bridge and the 
traffic congestion on Route 125 2t the entramee te the CIA Headquarters Building . 


2. Mx. Fugate, the Commissioner of the Virginia Department of Highways, and 
hie staif are ensively familiar with the Chaim Bridge situation. They had a copy of the 
scheme which we hed suggested for the creation of a right-turn lane to Route 123 from 
Route 120 and eifited they estimated the proposed work would cost in excess of $100, 000, 
not inchading the acquisition cost of private property ageessary to accomplish the work. 
This, they felt, waa an exeesstve price to pay for a partial solution to the problem. 
When pressed for their solutten, they talked of the proposed “Arizons Avenue” Bridge, 
admitting Ghat it was years away and that the bridge (when built) would not join the 
Geogge Washington Memorial Parkway and, therefore, would act be much relief for traf- 
fle going to CIA, A second alternative (an entirely new scheme) would require construc - 
tion of a new read bgtween existing Route 123 south or east of the George Washington 
Memorial Parkway fiterchaage and half way to the Fairfax County/Arlington County line 
to # poiut in Ax@gggton County at the top of the Glebe Road hill near the Military Road 
intersection. The new road would eross under the present George Washington Memorial 
Paskway iebige which crosses Pimmit Run (Attachmem 1). kt waa quickly agreed that 

‘this preggesl presented many additional problems end go relief for our outbound traffic 
from Nypliwest Washington crossing Chain Bridge. 


3. Mx. Pugete agreed to explore all means by which the Route 123 entrance to 
tie Trowbridge preperty could be relocated mmch further up the Route 123 hill. An ease- 
ment across other private property to the weet of Mr. Trowbridge's property, if possible,

would matertally reduce the mount of retaining wall aad expensive work in our suggested 
scheme. Mz. Pugate will have his resident engineer make the investigation as quickly as 
possible, 

4, The recent Fatrfex County proposal (Attachment 2) was considered to have —_- 
some merit. This was based on the fact that even though there had been some discussions 
ta 1957 and 1959 about an overpass or underpass at our entrance from Route 123, there 
was nothing in the Virginia Highway Department's plans (present or near future) to pro- 
vide such features, Mr. Fugete requested prints of Attachment 2 in order that his resi- 
Geut engineer (Mr. Brett) could investigate the extension of helding lane for left-turn 
traffic from Reute 123 onto Chain Bridge Road. The discussion then meved into funding 
aspects and other means by whieh CLA could help in solving the problem at the Route 123 
entrance. B was indicated by Mr. Fugete that we might consider use of “secess to 
Defense installations” legislation in thie instanee. We will explore this. 


S. Myr. Fugate wag most sympathetic with our position aad quite generous with 
hie time. He stressed, however, that approximately 50 percent of the Virginie Highwey 
Depastment's funds come from Sate appropristions and that he, therefare, could not 
prediet when specifies projects would go forward. .
